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PRINCE LOUIS FERDINAND) Prince Louis Ferdinand, head of the House of Hohenzollern, told OPC 
FAVORS UNIFIED EUROPE ) members and guests the only way to bring permanent peace to Europe is 

by removing national, religious and political barriers on the old 
Continent. The "Rebel Prince" stressed the importance of unity in Europe to resist Communist Sd 
agression and stressed his belief in Unified Europe as a future solution to the present world 
crisis. He said he believed that the moment the problems of Europe will be ironed out, the 
rest of the world will follow suit, as it did on innumerable occasions before. The Prince, who 
lost most of his possessions in Prussia following the Soviet occupation of the eastern part of 
Germany, said he would gladly sacrifice his estates if it meant peace for his country and the 
peoples of the Western World. 

The grandson of the last German Emperor, who worked as a Ford assembly line mechanic and 
in the foundry during the 1930's, came to the United States with his wife, Princess Kira to 
launch his memoirs, "The Rebel Prince", published by Henry Regnery Company. LOUIS LOCHNER, in 
an introduction to the book, noted that the Prince wrote his story in his own English, much of 
it learned in Detroit. 

A woman once asked the tall young Prince why he didn't speak English "correctly" like his 
father, the Crown Prince. He replied: "My father spoke English with an Oxford accent. I speak 
English with a Ford accent."
